1 We' the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Eifty-fifth Annual Report. 

2 Since our last Report 21 meetings of the Board have been held. We have 
mfl.ie 337 orders in various matters affecting chanties and chanty property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the chanties under our 
control. 

3 Six hundred funds for various charitable purposes have been lodged with us, _ 
from time to time, since the “ Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 1867, 
enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

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FIFTY -FIFTH REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS, &c. 


6. The Galbally Loan Fund Society, which had been carried on under the provisions of 
6 and 7 Vic., cap. 91, in a district forming a portion of the Counties of Limerick and 
Tipperary, having been wound up, the surplus funds of the Society were handed over to 
the Commissioners by the Loan Fund Board in order that the income of the funds 
might be applied by the Hector and Parish Priest for the time being of the Parish of 
Galbally towards providing coal, clothing, and blankets for the poor of the locality in 
Avhich the Galbally Loan Fund Society operated. 

7. In Thomas W. Dickson’s Charity we adopted the “Parish Committee Scheme” of the 
Congested Districts Board for applying a fund for the improvement of the houses and 
holdings of the tenants tin the townland of Magheracar, County of Donegal, or in 
supplying farm seeds for these tenants — the object of the “ Parish Committee Scheme” 
being to make such grants, through a local Committee, as would be barely sufficient to 
afford a stimulus to self-help. 

8. In Henry J. Cotter’s Charity the Trustees of the Charity, appointed by the Scheme 
settled for the Charity in 1858, being dead, and the parties interested having brought 
forward a new Scheme for the administration of the Charity, the Commissioners sub- 
mitted the proposed Scheme for the consideration of the Bight Honorable the Lord 
Chancellor, and after an inquiry at Chambers, and a hearing before the Right 
Honorable the Lord Chancellor, and an appeal therefrom to Her Majesty’s Court of 
Appeal, it was directed that the trust funds of the Charity could not now be applied in 
strict accordance with the words of the Will of the said Henry J. Cotter and of the 
Scheme settled in 1858, and accordingly, with the consent of all the parties interested 
therein, the Bight Honorable the Lord Chancellor has settled a new Scheme for the 
application of the trust funds. 

9. A vacancy occurred on the Board during the past year owing to the lamented 
death of the Bight Hon. Mr. Justice O’Brien, which has been filled by the appointment 
of Sir Percy Baymond Grace, Bart. 

10. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1899, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Beport, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 18th day of July, 1900.
